SIMPSONS-SEARS EXPANSION 

Regina, October 4, 1973—Mr. W. A. Farr, General Manager, Simpsons-Sears 
Limited, announced today that the Company will build a major addition to their 
Catalogue Centre in Regina. This expansion will provide an additional 88,000 
square feet in 1974 at an estimated cost of $2,000,000.00. This most recent addition 
is a continuation of the major expansion program which saw 147,000 square feet of 
warehouse space added in 1972 at a cost of $3,000,000.00, as well as another renova¬ 
tion to 35,000 sq. ft. of existing facilities in 1973 at a cost of $500,000.00. 

This new phase of expansion will consist of four floors being added to the 
present four storey building. The new addition will provide increased facilities for 
soft goods merchandise. Poole Construction Limited, Regina, has been awarded 
the contract for concrete framing work which includes all floors, beams and 
columns. Work on this phase is to commence immediately and completion date 
is set for May 6, 1974. Associate Architect is D. H. Stock and Partners Ltd., Regina.
